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Local Farmers Markets celebrate resiliency during National Farmers Market Week Aug. 1-7 


Markets across the state 
and country - and locally in 
northern Michigan - are cele- 
brating National Farmers 
Market Week from Aug. 1-7 to 
mark their resiliency to con- 
tinue to serve their communi- 
ties during trying times. As 
part of that resiliency, the 
Health Department of North- 
west Michigan has launched 
a Market Champion program 
to promote the use of SNAP 
and Bridge cards at local 
markets as well as demon- 
strate healthy recipes from 
fresh foods found at local 
markets. 

During a global pandemic, 
farmers markets - like other 
small businesses - had to be 
innovative to continue opera- 
tions for the farmers and 
communities that depend on 
them. Market managers have 
been at the forefront of 
adapting rapid solutions and 
innovating to protect staff, 
customers and the commu- 
nity. When conventional food 
supply chains failed at the 
start of the pandemic, farm- 
ers markets and local food 
systems clearly displayed the 
resiliency of short supply 
chains and interest in local 
foods spiked nationwide. 

Michigan markets adapted 
to keep customers safe, with 
more than 250 market man- 
agers, volunteers, vendors, 
and others participating in 
COVID-19 town hall webinars 
hosted by the Michigan 
Farmers Market Association 
(MIFMA). The town halls 
were just one example of the 
ways MIFMA staff helped 
markets respond to the pan- 
demic and keep shoppers and 
vendors safe, totaling more 
than 550 hours of COVID re- 
sponse staff time invested.

U.S. MILITARY 


VETERAN 


OF THE MONTH 


THE VETERAN OF THE 
MONTH OF AUGUST 2021 IS 
CALVIN COOLIDGE DEM- 
ING. 

Born May 30, 1925 in the 
small lumber town of Hal- 
lock, Elmira Township, Ot- 
sego County Michigan to 
parents Silas Solomon and 
Maude Webster Deming. He 
grew up in the Boyne City 
area attending Boyne area 
schools. Three days before 
his 18th birthday, Cal quit 
school and on May 27, 1943 
he enlisted into the United 
States Marine Corp. After 
completing basic training he 
was trained as a Artillery 
Cannoneer, and also quali- 
fied with the basic small 
arms and machine gun. He 
then was assigned to the 3rd 
Marine Division. Leaving 
the United States on the Ital- 
ian liner Rochambeau, 
which was converted to a 
troop ship, they sailed to the 
Pacific Theater of Opera- 
tions, arriving in New Cale- 
donia after a 23 day crossing. 
He would see combat in New 
Caledonia; Guadalcanal; and 
the Fiji Islands. 

After his return back to 
the States, Cal was mustered 
out of active duty service on 
July 18, 1944, and given an 
Honorable Discharge. Re- 
turning back to Boyne City 
he finished his schooling, 
and graduated from Boyne 
City High School in the class 
of 1945. Wanting to join the 
Michigan State Police, Cal 
tested high on the exam, only 
to find out he was 2 inches 
short of the minimum 
height. He then joined the 
Merchant Marine Service, 
and sailed the Pacific and 
Great Lakes with the Brown- 
ing Steamship Company 
until 1954, working his way 
up to 1st mate. He left the 
Merchant Marine Service,

Dear Dave, 

My dad passed away about 
a year ago, but he left my 
mom in really good shape fi- 
nancially. They never had 
any consumer debt, the 
house is paid for, and they 
had about $1 million in as- 
sets. Dad also left her a 
$500,000 trust. Mom is going 
to be 60 next year. She is in 
good health, but considering 
her age and financial situa- 
tion, do you think she needs 
long-term care insurance?

Dear Darby, 

I’m so sorry to hear about 
your dad. Losing a spouse, or 
a father, is tough at any age. 
The good news is your dad 
did a great job of planning to 
take care of your mom. He 
left her in fine shape money- 
wise, but yes, she needs long

term care insurance anda 
good estate planner. You 
need to help your mom do 
everything possible to handle 
her situation wisely. 

I usually suggest folks wait 
until age 60 to buy long-term 
care insurance, because the 
likelihood of filing a claim 
before then is very slim. In 
fact, about 95% of long-term 
care claims are filed for peo- 
ple over 70. That’s why, in 
most cases, it doesn’t make 
sense to get long-term care 
insurance earlier than age 
60. 

Insurance isn’t a one-size- 
fits-all kind of thing, though. 
If someone has a family his- 
tory of illness or other 
health issues at a younger 
age, they may need to get 
long-term care insurance 
earlier. But you shouldn’t 
buy long-term care coverage 
at a young age just because 
you’re paranoid of what 
might happen, or because 
you think you’ll save money. 
That’s just not true. 

In the event your mom be- 
comes unable to take care of 
herself at some point, long- 
term care insurance would 
be an absolute necessity. The 
cost of nursing home care

these days is astronomical. 
Again, your mom is ina 
great place financially, but a 
prolonged stay in a nursing 
home somewhere down the 
road could eat up her nest 
egg ina hurry. 

Long-term care insurance 
is a wise part of any good 
asset management plan.

Dear Dave, 

My fiancée and I want to 
make an offer on a house. 
She has a lot of late pay- 
ments and a bad credit 
record, though, but she is 
working hard to manage her 
money better and get out of 
debt. I don’t make enough 
money to get a home loan by 
myself, and I have some debt 
to pay off, too. In order to 
help us out, my aunt and 
uncle said they are willing to 
co-sign a mortgage loan for 
us. What do you think of that 
idea?

Dear Evan, 

Here’s a simple, solid piece 
of advice for anyone looking 
to make a purchase of any 
kind. If you need a co-signer, 
you’re not ready to make 
that purchase—period. I’m 
not trying to beat you up or 
anything, but it’s way too 
soon for you two to be think- 
ing about buying a home. I 
mean, for starters you’re just 
engaged right now. 

When a lender requires a 
co-signer, it basically means 
they don’t believe you’ll pay 
back the money. And be- 
sides, you two don’t need a 
house now or right after you 
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get married. The two of you 
should get married, and live 
in a decent, inexpensive 
apartment for a while. Dur- 
ing that time, you both need 
to work hard on paying off all 
your debt. After that, save up 
an emergency fund of three 
to six months of expenses. 
Then, start setting aside cash 
for a down payment ona 
modest home. 

When it comes time to buy 
a home, I recommend a 15- 
year, fixed rate loan witha 
down payment of at least 
10%. Twenty percent is bet- 
ter, because it will help you 
avoid having to pay PMI (pri- 
vate mortgage insurance). 
Make sure the monthly pay- 
ments on the loan are no 
more than 25% of your com- 
bined take home pay. Keep- 
ing the payments at 25% or 
below will make it easier to 
address other important fi- 
nancial issues, like saving 
and investing. 

Your aunt and uncle are 
obviously generous people, 
Evan, but they’re a little mis- 
guided in their offer. At this 
point, helping you two buy a 
house—something you obvi- 
ously can’t afford—would be 
a huge burden instead of a 
blessing.

Labor Days - A History of Work 


Raven Hill Discovery 
Center is one of ten sites 
in the United States se- 
lected in 2019 to partici- 
pate in a Smithsonian 
pilot project to develop a 
unique humanities-based 
exhibition about local 
work history. The exhibi- 
tion, Labor Days—A His- 
tory of Work, will reflect 
the strong history and cul- 
ture of work around Lake 
Charlevoix and connec- 
tions to work in northern 
Michigan, the nation and 
around the world. Labor 
Days opens at 10am on 
Saturday, August 14th and 
will remain open from 
10am to 4pm daily through 
the end of September. 

The completed exhibi- 
tion highlights the who, 
what, where, why and how 
of Lake Charlevoix resi- 
dents at work, and show 
how their work fits within 
state and national work 
histories. It explores the 
places Americans worked 
and how work became 
such a central element in 
American culture by trac- 
ing the many changes that 
affected the workforce and 
work environments 
around Lake Charlevoix 
during the past two cen- 
turies. 

“Labor Days will engage 
Raven Hill visitors in local 
history and broaden 
awareness of the impor- 
tant role that the Lake 
Charlevoix area has 
played on the state and na- 
tional stage. The Center is 
thrilled to be chosen to 
work with Smithsonian 
staff to develop such an ex- 
citing exhibit promoting 
the Lake Charlevoix area 
and all of Michigan. We 
look forward to presenting 
this exhibit to the commu- 
nity this summer.” —Cheri 
Leach, Raven Hill CEO. 

This pilot project was a 
hands-on opportunity for 
local cultural profession- 
als to learn about the exhi- 
bition development 
process used by the Smith- 
sonian’s Museum on Main 
Street (MoMS) program. 

The curatorial frame- 
work for the exhibition 
was provided by the 
Smithsonian and has been 
fleshed out by Raven Hill 
and regional partners 
using local historical im- 
ages, art and artifacts, 
video clips and oral histo- 
ries. 

MoMS is a partnership 


of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution Traveling Exhibi- 
tion Service (SITES) and 
state humanities councils. 
It was created to serve mu- 
seums, libraries and his- 
torical societies in rural 
areas, where about one- 
fifth of all Americans live. 
The partnership brings 
exhibitions, educational 
resources and program- 
ming to small towns 
across America.

The commission said they 
would review Nemecek’s re- 
quest. The commission said 
the city manager would re- 
spond to the Rivermouth 
bathroom issue in his report. 

The first agenda item to 
approve was the recommen- 
dation of Planning Director 
Scott McPherson to approve 
the street vacation for a 16.5 
feet of the 82.5 feet right-of- 
way. The vacation will occur 
at South East Street between 
Rand Main Streets. There 
were no issues or concerns 
by the City Staff and Plan- 
ning Commission had no is- 
sues and had approved the 
recommendation. The Com- 
mission would follow suit 
and pass the recommenda- 
tion. 

The second agenda item 
was for a contract with All 
Aspect Forestry to remove 
trees and trim trees as well. 
The City has had a contract 
with All Aspect Forestry for 
the last seven years. The 
contract will not exceed 
$25,000 and has been the 
same price for the last three 
years. The motion would be 
approved. However, there 
would be quite a bit of public 
input. Pritchard would ques- 
tion why the job was not 
being bid out and if the 
award had already been 
made. Then Root asked what 
amount the City requires a 
bid. Malpass would then ask 
what is the City’s bidding 
process. City Commissioner 
Conklin would ask how 
much of the money is allo- 
cated for tree planting and 
asked about the process of 
tree removal. City Commis- 
sioner Solomon has inquired 
about the process of deter- 
mining removal of trees in 
Veterans Park. 

The next agenda item was 
to approve the contract with 
Northern Tool and Equip- 
ment for the purchase of a 
power screed unit including 
6’ and 12 screed board in the 
amount not to-exceed $3,219, 
including shipping. When 
the City Public Works De- 
partment replaces and pour 
new concrete pads and path- 
ways, most use a power 
screed unit. The City has 
been renting them from Tay- 
lor Rental in Petoskey, but to 
save time and money, after 
research, it was more effi- 
cient to just buy one. The 
motion would be approved. 

The Commission would 
then approve the recommen- 
dation to purchase a dump 
body, scraper and attach- 
ments for the new Single 
Axle - Heavy Duty Plow 
truck. The purchase would 
be through Truck and 
Trailer Specialties of Boyne 
Falls.

Cain requested an in- 
crease in pay after not get- 
ting one last year because of 
COVID-19. The City Manager 
does have a contract and 
Mayor Neidhamer said there 
are 47 different categories to 
go through for an evaluation 
about an increase in pay. The 
Commission would approve 
the increase in pay for the 
City Manager. A couple City 
Commissioners would voice 
their opinions. First, Com- 
missioner Solomon believes 
Cain is a consistent per- 
former and is what the City 
needs to continue to be suc- 
cessful. Commissioner Con- 
klin mentioned he has had 
trouble with Cain in the past, 
but feels like he has done a 
fine job. Then Mayor Neid- 
hamer mentioned that Cain 
has been with the City for 18 
years and brings knowledge 
and experience. While hav- 
ing 35 employees and 80 vol- 
unteers to oversee. 

The public would have a 
very different voice and 
opinion on the topic. It would 
start with Nemecek asking 
why the pay is retroactive to 
May and if the increase was 
in the budget. Root ex- 
pressed his disappointment 
that it was a supposed 47 
things to be evaluated on and 
only three were mentioned.
